RED SKIN PRINCESS 
AS MODEL. 


DEATH ENDS AN ARTIST'S 
LOVE DRAMA. 


A mis-trial was declared at 
Buffalo in the case of Lilac Jimer- 
son, the red-skinned princess of 
an American Indian ‘tribe, who 
was charged with instigating: the 
murder of Mrs. Henri Marchand, 
wife of a prominent Amerigan 

J artist, : 

The mis-trial was called when 
the Indian princess, who ig suffer- 
ing from tuberculosis, collapsed 
in court, and the jury was dis- 
charged, : 

On March 6 the body of Mrs. 
Marchand was found in her pic- 
turesque home in the artists’ 
colony at Buffalo. She had been 
killed with a hammer and chloro- 
farm, . 

Next day the police arrested two 
fulllluoded Indian squaws, Miss 
Lilac Jimerson, aged 45, whom 
Marchand had used as a model 
for some of his art work, and Mrs. 
Bowen, aged 66. 


Princess's Confession. 


In a full confession to the police, 
the princess admitted that she had 
influenced the older squaw. to 
murder the artist's. wife. She said 
she used a “ouija-board,” or plan- 
chette, to influence the aged and 
superstitious squaw to commit the 
actual murder, 

Marchand has long been famous 
for his Indian paintings. Some 
months ago he’ received a com- 
mission to do an Indian group. 
The commission’ called for the 
figure of an Indian (woman to be 
painted in the nude. 

Then the painter made the dis- 
covery that so Indian model ever 
had posed undraped. He searched’ 
the reservations of New York State 
for a willing model, but in vain. 


A Typical Indian. 


At last he found Princess Lilac. 
He chose her, not for her beauty, 
of which she has little, nor be- 
cause of her youth, for she is 35, 
but because she was a tall, gaunt, 
lithe woman with the traditional 
high cheek-bones, strongly aqui- 
line nose and rangy build of her 
once great race. ‘ 

Marchand told the police that he 
made love to the princess in order 
that she might pose for him. ’ 

“We went through some sort of 
ceremony,” he is ‘alleged to have 
said, “It may have been a mar- 
riage or berothal ceremony. The. 
whole tribe was there, ,I used 
Lilac for my picture and then 
thought no more of ‘it.” 

But Princess Lilac did. In her 
half-primitive mind primitive 
emotions surged, until a distorted 
image of future happiness floated 
before her eyes, .

In view of the somewhat sensa- 
tional reports which have been. in 
circulation regarding the demands 
put forward by Nahas Pasha, the 
Wafdist Prime Minister of Egypt, 
in his conversations with Mr. 
Arthur Henderson, we are neither 
surprised nor sorry that the 
negotiations have come to naught. 
It will be recalled that in August 
last, negotiations were carried on 
with Mahmoud Pasha, the non- 
Wafdist: Premier, and that a draft 
Treaty was evolved which was of- 
ficially declared to represent the 
extreme limit to which Britain 
could go. When Nahus Pasha was 
appointed head of the Government, 
it became necessary to take up tha 
question afresh, and what has trans- 
pired since has made it abundantly 
clear that he has sought to wring 
fresh concessions 
far in excess of those contemplated 
by the draft Treaty of last year, 

Whilst the full nature of dif- 
ferences between the British and 
Egyptian delegations, which led to 
the failure of the negotiation’, has 
not yet been disclosed, ft is con- 
]eeded that they deal wholly with 
the future status of the Sudan. In 
this connexion, it may be mention- 
ed that some few weeks ago it was 
reported that the Egyptian delega- 
tion were prepared to abandon the 
claims they had made in regard to 
Egypt provided they could secure 
substantial concessions which would 


: 


give Egypt a firm foothold in the} 


Sudan. These claims.are said to 
have gone far beyond the terms: of 
the treaty negotiated | with 
Mahmoud Pasha; in fact, an entire- 
ly new set of proposals was pro- 
duced by Nahas Pasha, which 
changed every clause of the draft 
| Treaty except the first, which pro- 
vided for the termination of the 
British military occupation. One 
'| of the most important demands said 
to have been put forward was that 
all British troops should be moved 
to the sweltering castern zone of the 
Suez Canal. Other pofrts. are re- 
ported to have included the re 
cegnition of the whole of the Sudan 
ag Egyptian tertitory, administer- 
ed jointly by Egypt and Britain: 
an Egyptian Vice-Governor-Gen- 
eral; the Administrative Council 
to consist of Egyptian as well as.

Mr. W. Goldenperg suggested that 
they should raise’ tho-full amount of 
$60,000, but after voting, Mr, 
Abraham's amendment was accepted, 

Members’ Security. 

In proposing the resolution that the 
General Committee be authorised, in 
order to provide security. for such a 
debenture issue and in order to limit, 
the individual liability of members, 
to take the necessary steps. to con- 
vert the Club into a limited lability 
d Wability 
of $50 per member, the chairman said 
that in view of the insecurity of their 
position they could not well ask People 
to take up their debentures unless 
they bad sonie ' security to’ offer, 
Moreover members of an incorporat- 
ed institution such as they were aot 
present, could, if that institution went 
bankrupt, be held jointly and soveral- 
ly liable for the whole of its debts, 
the incurring of which they had 
authorised: In practice the creditors 
would proceed only against  suca 
monied members as were likely to 
satisfy judgment. He thought the 
meeting would agree that that was an 
unsatisfactory position. which could 
only be obviated’ by their becoming a 
limited liability company, They were 
embarking on a common enterprise 
which admittedly involved a risk, and 
he submitted that each of them 
shoitld bear a small proportionate 
share of that risk. 

Subscriptions Increased. 

Mr. L. d. Blackburn seconded, and 
after an amendment by Mr. E, ‘Kern 
that the figure should ‘be raised to 
$100 was lost. the proposal was carr. 
od. 

The final reselution was to ineroase 
the subseription for ordinary mem. 
hers from $2 to $2 per month, pP sea. 
going mombers from $1 to $1.50 por 
month, and of Naval and Military 
Subseribers frou: $2 to $3 per moath. 

The chairman ° { that having 
committed themselves to raising 
$50,000, the yearly interest on which 
would be $3,000 it was decided to raise 
the subseriptions by 40 per cent. He 
mentioned certain other clubs which 
had higher subscriptions, 

Mr. FE. Kern sughested a 100 per 
cent. increase, but Mr. PF. ©. Herridge 
pointed out that a number of old 
members who did not participate in 
any game would withdraw their mem- 
hership if the subscriptim were raised, 
and proposed an amendment’ to the 
effect that the members should be 
divided into playing and non-playing 
members, with the latter paying $15 
annually, the playing members to’ pay 
the suggested increase, 

After some discussion the original 
proposal was carried, 

Mr L. J. Blackburn proposed a 
wote of thanks to the chairman and 
the committee.
